HILST in all other Nations of the World 
where Liberty and Power are not reduced to 
an even Balance, popular Commotions and 
Diforders moft commonly begin in the very 

eart of the Government, and thereby become more 
dangerous and hard to be fupprefs'd ; it is our peculiar 
ppinefs, that here in Great Drizain, the Vitals of the 
Kare are much better guarded.and fecured: and Faction 
» Sedition are forced to betake themfelves to fome 


remote Provisce, to the Skirts: and Extream Parts of 


he Kingdom ; there to begin their early Giambals, and 
ft Fieys of Mutiny and Contufion: There being 
eatly Inftance of an Attempt to Rife and Invade 
ys,-or to bring about a ers gts Diforder of that kind, 
or a Century Jatt paft, which was not firft fet on toot 
‘agreat diftance from the Court and Metropolis, tho’ 
pethaps fecretly Animated and Abetted by a Party in 
both thofe Places. Several of thefe Attempts have fuc- 
reeded, and, for want of a timely Provifion, brought 
he Mifthief home to our Doors: And this Remark 
gught to ferve by way of Caution to our Governors, 
not to ovet'ook or neglect a Danger of this fort, ar its 
firft Appearatice ; but to apply an effectual Remedy to 
it in time, everi whilft the Diftemper is yet in its Sym- 
toms. Ir is very certain, that the Provinces of Great 
JRE Erisain owe her a good deal more Gratitude and Obe- 
dence, than thofe belonging to any other Empire in 
‘urope : For in all Wars and publick Exigences, efpeci- 
ally in the late Wer, when che Burden lay fo heavy and 
fo long upon gs, they are known to have furnith'd but 
a inconfiderable Part of their juft Proportion towards 
he common Defence and Support of the whole; whilft 
heir Share of rhe Profits and Advantages was equal, and, 
ui many Cafes, fiiperior to that of their Neighbours. 
They were eas'd and fpar’d; and their want of Money 
fiot usged as ann Argument for Mortgaging their Lands 
to thofe, who Pie, furnith ic: Whilft in all other 
Nations of Exfope, the Provinces and remote /flands, 
which are govern’d by Depucies and Viceroys, are more 
eavily Tax’d and Loaded, than the Country nearer 
ome, and where is the more immediate Seat of Em- 
ite. I-believe my Readers will readily imagine, that 
ome of our Neighbours have not made the Govern- 

ment a Return fuitable to fuchy Ufage. 
. Should the Whigs ever be in the Humour to ftrike up 
he old Jigg again, and revive the Cant of Moderation :

by the moft arbitrary Strains of Ufurp'd Power, and by 
Rage and Violence, tnequal to the Capacities of a finule 
Tyrant, the /rifh Whigs have gotten the better of the 
Lenity and Indolene® of the Government, and have 
fore’d their way into one Branch of the Legiflarure. Here 
then was an Ss mee of Letting their Mideration be 
known unto all Men: Bur have they acquitted themfelves 
of that Duty to the general Satisfaction of their Fellow 
Subjeéts ? Have they convine’d us, by the right Life of 
a little Power, how weil they would behave, were they 
really Maflers of al] they aim at? Does their Condu& 
fliew us, that they are difpos'd for Peace, are fit to te 
treated with, and ripe for the feafonable Projes of a 
Craiition 2? They talk indeed of am agreeable Projpeit of 
Unanimaty ; of <a nuld and gracious dijpofiion of Mind ; 
and an Inciination to beal the Divijions and care the Dt 
frraitions of thew Once Happy Country. They fay, they 
will endeavour, by thew Temper, to Liavee a favourabie 
Reprefentation of their Proccedings to Her Maye/fy: But 
does it nor“appear by their Actions, that thefe Protef- 
fions are only the Cry of Peace, Peace, whil it they are 
mzking themfelves ready. for Battle ? With fuch unmeai- 
ing Words upon their Double Tongues, they ran fmooth- 
ly into all the Drudgery of FuéHon, Blacken'd and 
Afpersd Her Maje/ty's Adminiftration, loaded one of 
Her Faithful Servants with Calumnies and fulfe Accu- 
fitions, left the Charch and Clergy expos’d to blafphe- 
mous Infults and Indignities ; fortify'd themfelves by 
the moft partial Proceedings, gave a Pretence of Au- 
thority to the Senfelefs Clamour about the Dangers of 
Popery, and proftituted the Honour and Dignity of Par- 
liaments to all the Infamy of Tumult, Oppreflion, and 
Injuftice: Whilft they difconntenane’d fuch of their 
Fellow Subjects, who had diftinguithed themfelves by 
their Loyalty and Dutifulnefs to Her Maye//y ; and f- 
duc'd many into the Service of Fattion, who itill cat of 
Her Bread, and are Debtors to Ar Bounty and Goad- 
nefs. Surely thefe Men do not confider, that if a Sere 
of Governors on this fide of the Water thould take 
their Meafures, and regulate their Conduét, by fuch 
Precedents ; or fhould employ their greater Power in the 
fame manner, «as the Fiftion do the firtle they get to be 
Mifters of, the Whigs would foon ceafe to be a Name, 
and fink under the Mare and Oppreflions of an Arbi- 
trary Domineering Enemy. But they have the Right of 
Caftom to be the Aggreflors in all kinds of Mifchiet ;

Ie favouts too’ ftrongly of the Old Vicercy, 
and carries all the Birternets along with it, all the Spleen 
and Malice, which fome difippointed melancholy Spi- 
rits, that (til haunt us, were only capable of Diétating 
and Infpirting. Had they been the Reprefentaives of the

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fucha diftance: And for the Doftrine of Rejijfance, they 
fitain’'d it a Degree beyond Speculaiion: They have 
fhewn us, that they are ready to Refi? even unto Bigod. 
If there are @nyamongftus, ftilk Weak enough to think

thefe Mén fhalMfervé-to-open thei®Eyes; and {6 faras 
that Experiment goes, the /ri/h Whigs are apparently in 
our Intereft. “T’kinow very well, that whar they fay of 
the Dangers of Ropery pafles with fomewhar a better 
Grace there, thanhere in Eritain. Popery is, in many 
Parts of Ireland, truly dangerdus"and formidable: Bur 
then the Law is Iefs in Fault than thofe, who thould 
put it in Execution; and .during the Reign of the 
Whigs, it was a Cuftom to. relaxig, according to the 
Old Stratagem, for the fake of letting in the Facobire 
Presbyterians, at the fame weak Side with the Papi/ts. 
This in general myft be allow’d, that the only effectual 
way to fupprefs Popery, is by promoting the Incereft 
of chat Churrh, witch is the beft Barrier againft ic. Af 
tcr all, it muft $e confefled, that the Afb Whies lave 
theix, Virtues and Fxcellencics. They are indefatigable 
in their Purfuits; Refdlurc and“Steddy ; full of a lively 
Zeal, and in clofe Union with each other: On this 
account they may provoke our Envy, and are worthy

The Attempr to have the Lord Chancelbr Recalid, 
and fent back to Great Britain, where his known 
Worth and Integrity, his undaunted Courage and 
well-temper’d Zeal, his moving Eloquence and unalter- 
able Loyalty, will always endear him to every faithful 
Subject and trac lover of the Church, and render him 
worthy of the higheft Honours, is a freth Inftance of 
the Malice and Frenzy of Faclton; and adds confider- 
ably to the Lufire of that Gentleman’s Character, and 
to the Value and Efieem which all good Men have for 
him.
